The wells are about 2,500 feet from 
the conduit line and it was decided 
to lay an eight inch line from 
the 


wells to the conduit,

should the water be allowed to run 
over tbe ground into Lost Creek and 
then Into the- conduit.

The pump used is the Duplex with 


a capacity of 1,000,000 gallons per 
twenty-four hours, and ia the same 
one that was used In pumping water 
from the creek last summer. 
The 


pump has had the effect of lowering 
the water In. the wells about eighteen 
feet where It remains and has not 
dropped below that point. 
This is 


the way the other wells act and 
when they reach a certain point 
they remain stationary nowitbstand- 
ing any hard draft made upon them. 
As much water is now being pumped 
from the wells In twenty-four hours 
as was pumped from the creek in the 
same length ot time when Lima was 
successfuly tided over the drouth last 
year, and there is no comparison as 
regards purity. The well

which was struck about eighteen feet 
down, and has a sulphur taste. It is 
also slightly impregnated with iron.

The pump was started yes 
terday morning and when a Tuucs 
DEMOCBAT representative visited tbe 
wells, trustee Cross, who has been a 
strong advocate of the 
well system, 


was found highly elated over the 
showing the wells.' were making. 
The wells, flowing as they did for a 
month or so before 
they 
being 


coupled up and put to pumping, is an 
indication that, there Is an inex- 
haustible supply. They are located 
on the lowest portion of the land so 
as to reach the water level as soon as 
possible. 


Trustee Coss said yesterday that 


he had heard of a movement being 
put under headway to make an effort 
to stop the trustees pumping the 
water into the reservoirs because the 
State Board of Health had not been 
consulted, but be says he bas no fears 
from that source, because they have 
had the water tested and it is all 
right. It might, however, be four- 
fifths filth^nd still be better than the 
stuff that has been emptied from the 
creek into the reservoirs. The wells 
are cased down to the rock and cost 
$2 a foot. 


The supply of water to-day was as 


great as when the pump was started 
yesterday morning and there seems 
no doubt but that the question of 
Lima's.water supply, and good pure 
water at that, has been solved.

Two Tourists Held up by Five Others 


Last Night. 


Two SuBpecto Arrested, but the Others 


Made 3?heir Escape.

Wayne, fie started to return borne 
and yesterday morning got with Hey- 
mer. They were in this city nearly 
all day yesterday and were talking 
at til e depot with the five tramps who 
afterwards robbed them. 


Last night an east bound 
freight 


stopped across Main street arid Bey- 
mer and Kost started down down 
along the train in search of 
nn 


empty car. Beymer walked some 
distance ahead of Kost, and when 
near tile tool 
shanty, two men 


stopped the latter and while one of 
the men lield a revolver in the 
boy's face, the other searched him. 
Beymer did not find an empty car 
and started back toward the depot. 
One of the men left Kost In charge 
of the other and joined three othe.r 
tramps, who halted Beymer, and
